Fred. S. Earnshaw came back to th 


old town for a couple of days last wee 
and entertained bis churns with stories 
of bis first oruiae aboard the Pennaylva 
nla National Scboolship "Saratoga,1 
which tied up to the wharf IhFblladel 
pbla a week ago after an eventful cruise 


The Saratoga was delayed on her run 


home from Fuucbal, Uaderia Islands 
by a oyclooe and several heavy gales 
When she was sighted coming up th 
river In tow of tbe tug Juno, a hearty 
cheer went up from tbe great crowd o 
people—parents, relatives and friends— 
who bad gathered on the dock to wel 
come home the embryo tars. 


Story ol Ihe Voyage. 


Tbe Saratoga left the port of Philadel 


>bta ;on May 6, for Liverpool, arriving 
.here nineteen days later. This is con 
sldered a very quick trip, as tbe ship's 
method of propulsion is entirely by sail. 


Forty of tbe boys bad money deposited 


with Commander Beatty, and those who 
desired were allowed leave to visit Cork 
the lakes of Killarney and other points 
of Interest. Others were given shore 
eave. After a ten day's stay, the ship 
ailed for Southampton. There each 
watch was allowed a week's leave to go 
to London. They were there during the 
coronation celubration. Wbile in South- 
mpton studies were taken up aud in- 
tructlons In actual navigation given, 
'wo boys deserted there. 
Havre, France, was the next port ot 


call, and there a piece of unusual navl 
atlon was successfully attempted. The 
Id abip, under a fair spread ot canvas, 


sailed into the harbor, and, coming Into 


je wind, glided up to ber dock without 
bitcb. Here boys with money, and 


who bad permission of tbelr parents, 
were give nleave to visit Faris. Tben 
he ship set sail for Gibraltar, and the 
members of tbe graduating class were 
iven charge of tbe deck during the day, 
nd an exciting time they bad. 
Stiff head winds prevailed during the 
fteen days, and the boys were kept 
Kisy every minute, tacking ship very 
reqnently, taking observations, man- 
ing tbe yards aud braces and doing tbe 
undred and one other duties wbicb Ml 
a tbe lot of a sailor. Arriving at Gib- 
altar, tbe English officials did every- 
ilog to make their stay pleasant, even 
mdlng a tu? to tow the ship to the best 
ncborage. Leave was granted from 
oon to sundown. Fnncbal, lladerMf 
elands, was the last port of call.

THE COSFEREE SYSTEM. 


Already York county papers are dis- 


cusiios the abolishment of the conferee 
system. The argument is that the dis- 
trict is the unit. County Hues are not 
recognized aud the way is to adopt a 
congressional district convention. The 
district would be divided into delegate 
districts, from which delegates would be 
chosen to meet in the district conven- 
tion to nominate a candidate. 


The chief reason advanced for such a 


system appears to be that congressional 
candidates would be entirely divorced 
from any existing strifes in either of the 
counties. In other words it would be 
easier for a congressional aspirant to 
carry out his plans to control a district 
convention in which only his own inter- 
ests would be involved than go into a 
regular county convention and attempt 
to secure his own nomination alongside 
of cooBieting interests making up the 
rest of the ticket. The reason is its own 
beat answer. A nomination made at a 
county convention means that the inter- 
ests of the whole party and ticket have 
been considered. At a district conven- 
tion this point of view would not be con- 
sidered. 


We are unable to see any reason what- 


ever to move Adams county to abolish 
toe conferee system. 
The purpose is 


made manifest in the expression"so long 
as we adhere to the conferee system we 
will be in danger of losing a congress- 
man in a district that under proper cir- 
cumstances is safely Democratic." This 
being interpreted simply means from the 
York county point of view that the 
proper circumstances in every contin- 
gency is a York county candidate to 
make the situation safely Democratic. 


If there were three or four or more 


counties in the 20th Congressional Dis- 
trict there might be some reason in u 
Congressional district convention for at 
no time would it be possible for one 
county to have all the other counties at 
its mercy. Adams county does not want 
to be in a position where recognition 
would have come through mercy. 


A district convention between York 


and Adams would simply place Adams 
where she would never have any voice or 
choice In the selection of a Congressional 
candidate. York county delegate dis- 
tricts would outnumber Ail.ims county 
delegate districts and would outvote 
them every tiine upon the excuse that 
the chances of carrying the district are 
dependent upon the candidate being a 
York county man. 


The old system has been as safely 


Democratic as one can be tmide. It has 
been in existence for 28 years and all 
this time the district has gone Demo- 
cratic save on but three occasions, twice 
against Adams county nominees and once 
against a York county nominee, so the 
latter county is not in a position to claim 
that availability is alore with a York 
county nominee. 


To adopt any system by which the 


larger county would have the amallei 
one at its mercy would be but to create 
a disinterestedness and apathy m Uie 
party ranks of the smaller county as 
might permanently uilajt patty suprem- 
acy in that county. 


The old conferee sys'ena is better than 


any new one that has been suggested. It 
might be arranged, »« many of our peo- 
ple have given approval to, that Adams 
county should have four years to eight 
years to York iu view of the larger pop 
ulation of the latter. But this is all 
York should ask. What Adams would 
thus be assured of would tend to 
strengthen the party within her borders. 
It would be such a recognition as would 
be wholesome for the interests of the 
Adams Democracy. 
Without it might 


be to develop a source of weakness.

During the contest of the conferees it 


was openly said that the York county 
Democratic ticket was composed of flf- 
taen candidates of the Ziegler faction 
»nd one candidate. Weaver, of the Gitt 
faction. 


Turning to the dgnres of Hie returns 


from iiauover it is to be noted that the 
total vote for Pattison is 747 and for 
Weaver 710, but 7 less than for Pattison. 
Tne balance of the county ticket re- 
ceive* tital votes in Hanover running 
from 604 to 432, the average vote ex 
eluding Weaver being near to 540 and 
McClean comes near this figure witb 524. 


If however McClean had received the 


Pattison vote in Hanover there would 
have been a change of 223 votes and in- 
stead of being defeated by 431 he would 
have been erected by 15.

Fire which wan discovered at 3. IS lai 


Friday morning destroyed tbe Eureka 
bending, rim and spoke lactory at Ens 
Berlin, of which W. G. Leas ie proprietor 
entailing a toes of from $25,000 to $30,000 


The factory was a large two-story frame 


building, with basemeut, and tbe fire wi 
discovered by Israel Stambaugh at tbe 
time mentioned above. The fire alarm 
was aouudod immediately, and the fire 
men resuoudud in very guo*i time, but the 
Sanies spread so rapidly that in spite o 
the heroic work of the firemen little could 
be done besides confining thu fue to the 
buildings of tbe plant, which contained, 
in addition to tbe valuable machinery, a 
large quantity of finiebed and unfinished 
material, oak and bickory lumber, one 
abed alone containing over three thousand 
dollars' worth of lumber. 


The fire started back of tbe saw mill on 


the outside of tbe building, and was un- 
doubtedly the worktof an incendiary, one 
witness aaying that when he arrived on 
the scene there was fire burning on tbe 
ground near tbe building, al a point which 
had been cleaned off the night before. Tbe 
flames were of such a color as to indicate 
to the witness the presence of oil. 


Moat praiseworthy work was done by tbe 


firemen, but it was apparent to all that 
they were retarded at first in their work 
by lack of water pressure. Two streams 
were turned upon tbe fire. After the en- 
gine had started at the water works tbe 
loss of pressure ol the two streams upon 
the main waa overcome. 


Some of the machinery was removed 


from the burning building at great risk.

saj«: "The burying of cabbage heada 
down and roots up is a mistake, although 
the custom ia an old one. When the 
heads are buried and the ground be- 
comes frozen tbe cabbages are com- 
pletely sealed op and cannot be nsed. 
Later, as the ground thaws, the heads 
begin to rot, and a large proportion of 
them are lost from that cause. 
Tbe 


proper plan ia to select a high location, 
open a row with a one-horse plow, pnt 
tbe cabbages lu, roots down and heads 
oat, placing them close together, the 
heads slanting so as to turn water. Next 
make another row, throwing tbe dirt on 
the roots of the cabbages in tbe first 
row. When all tbe cabbages are put in 
they will be in a compact mass. Place 
straw on tbe headd and boards on tbe 
Mraw, to shed rain. If preferred, the 
cabbages may be thus placed under a 
•bed, and covered with straw. If the 
roots are pnt in the ground and the 
beads out the cabbages will be alive, the 
•talks will give crops of sprouts for early 
greens in tbe spring, and not a head will 
rot, while they may be cut off from tbe 
•talks at any time wh«n 
wanted,

will keep in sucb good condition as to 
begin growing In the spring, if not dis- 
turbed, In tbe effort to produce seed."

unaiket. Preferences for certain types 
have almost disappeared as anything in 
the line of cigar leaf regaidleus of qual- 
ity, texture, appearance or soundness is 
salable if it ineeta the price conditions 
of the buyer.

In the city delivery service a plan IB

vice has increased the postal receipts and 
improved condilioua wherever it baa 
been put in operation.
